information dissemination and presentation, situation simulation, 
and problem solving. I have concluded that the overall capability 
of the Center to perform its role of assessing capabilities and 
requirements for survival and recovery, can be substantially 
increased by a cooperative effort to augment its central analytical 
and Integration staff. The personnel required (in addition to th^ 
presently assigned regular agency representatives) are specialdis 
in the construction and operation of analytical and simulation jgg 
systems.
